SCENES AND THOUGHTS' ijf EUJIOPK, by 


George H. Calvrert: New York and.Lon- 
don. Wiley & Putnam, 1846. 
This in a well written and very readable, 


book, although its pages i give strong evi- 
dence thai, the author was fearful of mak- 
ing bis book too voluminous, and, if any- 
thing, he has run to the'other extreme, and 
made it too briul'. His descriptions of visits 
to Wordsworth, and ShaltKpeare's former 
resilience, and the spot where his remains 
rest, is very interesting. His allusions to 
Coleridge, and a visit to the room where he 
died, are touch!ngly beautiful. 
His remarks 


ti'id opinions on the .dramatic literature of 
the French, and the French stage, arc very 
just and truthful. 
The author gives'a brief 


description of Napoleon's funeral, which he 
witnessed, and his comments on the charac- 
ter of that great warrior, are sound and 
sensible. Mr. Calvert devotes several pa- 
ges of his book to a description of tho cele- 
brated water cure establishment, at Bop- 


art, on the Rhine. 
He was himself an in- 


i-Uo, and very much bcncfitted by this 
ystcni of doctoring. It may all be very 
veil, but to.us it appears more like a trans- 
endental humbug, than a reasonable, sci- 


. Mr. Calvert is an enthusiastic advo- 


ate of the water riurc system, and claims 
or it, wonderful 'power to cure tho diseases 
vbich flesh is heir, to,—his. views on this 
ubject are well worth reading. We have 
>een much pleased with'the author's're- 
narks on our American Artists in Italy, and 
us fine descriptions of their works.
